HYDROPHOBIA. 


Fatal Termination of a Case Near 
Kérkwood, N. J. 
Philadelphia Special to Chicago Tribune. 

Seth Foster, the old wood-cutter living near 
Kirkwood, N. J., whose sufferings from 
hydrophobia were described at length in these 
dispatches of Wednesday last, died this morn- 
ing at 10:40 o’clock. Foster's case is probably 
one of the most remarkable on record. Bit- 
ten on the Gth of November by an animal pre- 
sumably rabid, and developing symptoms of 
the terrible disease within six weeks after, 
it would be conceded by all authorities that 
death shoulda occur at least six days after the 
first sympton s appeared. Nine-tenths of the 
deaths take pluce between three and four days 
from tke time of the first attack. In Foster’s 
case, however, nine days—in fact, to count 
from the very rst symptom, ten days—had 
elapsed before death took place, and then un- 
der circumstances having no recorded parallel. 

Wed nesday passed with little or no change 
in the sufferer beyond the fact that his insane 
freaks were manifested more frequently than 
on the day previous. His aversion to all 
liquids cor tinued, and it was found impossi- 
ble to administer any medicine either ina 
liquid or solid form. All day he labored 
under tbe hallucination that he owned sev- 
eral mules, and must needs give them up, 
notwithstanding the poor wretch never pos- 
sessed any other quadruped than the dog 
which gave bim his death-wound. On 
Thursday he appeared better, if anything, 
in the forenoon, but toward night be- 


came violent again, avd threatened his 
family with utter destruction when 
thwarted inany of his whims. Thursday

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Last of Gentleman Joe.“ 
Fromtke New York World, 25th. 

Eugene Edward Fairfax Williamson, the 
Gentleman Joe“ who annoyed the Rev. Dr. 
Morgan Dix last winter by means of scurril- 
ous letters, died yesterday ofa gastric affec- 
tion at Sing Sing Frison, wbere he was serv- 
ing a sentence of three and a half years im- 
prisonment for having obtained jewelry from 
Howard & Co., of Fifth avenue, on a forged 
draft. Williamson, it will be remembered, 
belonged to arespectable familv at Pittsburg 
and received a good education. Before he per- 
secuted Dr. Dix he had published a volume 
of poems, consisting largely of plagiarisms, 
had developeda taste at Geneva for obtaining 
music boxes free, and had been arrested in 
London for writing threatening letters and 
causing tradesinen and others tu call in num- 
bers at the house of his victim. To Dr. Dix 
he wrote letters threatening vengeance if he 
was not paid money, and afterwards he wrote 
to shoemakers, dealersin secondhand cloth- 
ing and others, arranging so that large bodies 
of them would call at Dr. Dix’s house 
together. He alse wrote invitations to 
dinner and signed them with Dr. Dix’s name. 
His arrest, which was effected at Baltimore, 
was due in great measure to the efforts of 
Superintendent Gaylor, of the Post-oftice, 
who identified Gentleman Joe's“ handwrit- 
in as Williamson’s. 

High-Priced Hay in Colorado.

The Hesketh family, as far as record fur- 
nishes it, Wes founded in the twelfth century 
by Ricbard de Heskaytb, Lord of Heskayth, 
Rufford, ete. In the sixteenth century one 


of bis descendants—Sir Robert es- 
kayth—was knighted by llenry VIII. 
for bis valor in France. In 
1761 the baronetcy was added to 


the family in the person of Sir Thomas Hes 
keth, who had for wife Ibarriet, the daughter 
ana co heir of Astley Cowper, Esq., cousin 
and favorite correspondent uf the poet Cow- 
per, and grand-niece of William, first Lord 
Cowper. In 1876 Sir Thomas aod Thomas 
George. his second son, Were authorized to 
take the surname of Fermore before that of 
Hesketh and to bear the arms of both houses. 
The gentieman now the special subject of this 
sketch was born May 9, 1840, and bears the 
title of Sir Thomas George Fermore Hes- 
keth, Baronet of Rufford Hall, county of 
Lancashire, England, and isacaptain in the 
Second Lancashire Militia. 

Inheriting a very fine baronial estate, the 
present Sir Thomas has as yet—only in his 
thirty-first year—had little opportunity of 
distinguishing himself like some of his great 
progenitors. He left Southampton in Janu- 
ary of lant year in his steam yacht, the Lan- 
cashire Witch, foratour round the world, 
accompanied by asingle friend, a Mr.Sadlier. 
When at Samdy Point, on the coast of Africa, 
he heard of the defeat of the English army 
at Isandula, and immediately sailed for Port 
Natal. He hurried inland and placed himself 
at the service of Colonel Buller, of the Reg- 
ular Cavalry, and served as Aid-de-Camp on 
his staff during the war, principally on scout- 
ing and reconnoitering duty; was present at 
the battle of Ulunda. and was with Wood’s 
column at the time of the death 
of the Prince Imperial of France. 
He afterward sailed for Zanzibar, thence to 
India, Japan and over to this city. Since he 
arrived here he went to Behring Sea and the 
Sandwich Islands, and last August, on hear- 
ing of the shipwreck of a pertion of the crew 
of an American bark near the Sorrocco Is- 
lands, he immediately dispatched the Witch 
to their relief, if they could be found, which 
unfortunately was notthat successful. His 
liberalitv, vim and tboughtfulness won for 
bim on the Pacific Coast the gratitude 
of everybody. In person he is tall, free 
from all display, and has cultivat- 
ed repose to the highest degree. 
There is nosnobbishness or gilt about him. 
He takes from San Francisco the daughter of 
Mr. William Sharon, Senator from Nevada, a 
young lady of twenty summers, of whom her 
intimate acquaintances speak in the highest 
terms for her sweetness of temper, amiavility 
and kind heart, who will no doubt wear 
gracefully the title of Lady Hesketh, of Ruf- 
ford Hall. 

The newly wedded couple will return in a 
day or two to the Palace Hotel, and occupy 
the rooms prepared for President Hayes, and, 
if pothing prevents, will leave for New York 
on the 28th inst. 


The New York Obelisk. 
From the New York Times, 25th. 

To-day the obelisk lies just across Fifth 
avenue. It is being raised so as to take the 
incline which will carry it to its proper po- 
sition. Some very curious speculations have 
been entered into by Lieutenant-Commander 
Gorringe as to the influence of the weather 
on the obelisk, and some of his deductions 
are singularlyinteresting. Standing as itdid 
at Alexandria, with its northern edge to the 
Mediterranean and its westerntothe sand- 
storms, it would be supposable that on these 
two portions the hieroglyphs would be ef- 
faced. But this is quite contrary to the facts, 
for the north side has the figures most sbarp- 
ly developed. After that comesthe west 
side, then the east side, and the south side is 
the worst in condition. Lieutenant Gorringe 
gives the following explanation for the 
differences of condition of the sides. When 
working on the obelisk in Egypt, he noticed 
that on numerous occasions slight scales, min- 
ute fragments of cyanite, could be picked . 
coming from the east and west sides. In 
Alexandria during spring and summer the 
dews are exceedingly heavy. The obelisk then 
condenses the water in the air, and it becomes

moist ali over. 
then strikes the east side, and travels around 
to the south side, but does not affect the two 
opposite sides. The heat of the sun, evapo- 
rating the moisture, does exercise then a me- 
chanical action on the hard stone. Of course, 
the quantity of detached fragments was very 
small, not more in all than a thimbleful at a 
time, but this constantly repeated through 
thousands of years would materially affect 
certain sides of the obelisk. Now, as the 
exact present weight of the obelisk is 
438,500 pounds, suppose that from atmos- 
pheric causes the surface deteriorated on an 
average of ove pound per diem. There being 
then 7,016,000 ounces in the monolith, it 
might or might not be obliterated in A. D. 
21102. But the estimated deterioration of 
the obelisk since it was quarried, 3.600 years, 
baving been carefully studied, is estimated 
to be less than 1.000 pounds. At this rate it 
would require £6,400 years for the surfases 
of the obelisk to become so much worn as 
to reuder the bieroglyphs illegible. Now, 
assumipg that the average deterioration 
weuld increase ten-fold more in New York 
than in Alexandria, the hieroglyphs and 
cartoucbes would stiibbe discernible in 9,000 
years from to-day, which certainly is quite 
comforting to know. Yesterday the west 
side of the obelisk was exposed to the pho- 
tegrapher. and the pvramidian having been 
uncovered for the first time since it left 
Egvpt, squeezes of it were made by Mr. G. 
L. Feuardent. Onthe pyramidian tbe cut- 
tings were as sharp as if just made.

Crowred heads cannot live very happy and 
peaceful lives, for it must be anything but 
pleasant for them to be forever haunted with 
the fear of being made targets of every time 
they expose themselves to the public. Sev- 
eral times recently there have been grand il- 
luminations and fire-works in the beautiful 
grounds of the Conversationshaus. They 
were given in honor of tbe Emperor and Em- 
press, whose residence—the Hotel Mesmer — 
is within a stone’s tbrow ofthe grounds, and 
from whose windows and balconies a fine 
view could be had of the brilliant spectacle 
below. It was thougkt that the Emperor 
would acknowledge the compliment by ap- 
pearing atone of the windows or balconies 
and show bimself to the people—but they 
looked for him in vain. Recently on the 
evening of the Empress“ seventieth birthday, 
extra preparations were made for celebrating 
the occasion in a royal manner with fire-works 
and illuminations on a grand scale. In addi- 
tion to the regular orchestral band which 
plays daily in the grounds the splendid 


military bands from Carlsruhe and 
Rastatt, said to be the li nest 
in Germany, came over to aid in cele- 


brating the seventieth anniversary of their 
Empress. Probably ner music was never 
listened to in Baden-Baden, or a more magni- 
ficent display of fire-works and illuminations 
ever witnessed in this famous watering place. 
It was thougbt that the Emperor would, of 
course, sbow himself during the evening on 
one of the balconies, or at one of the windows. 
Crowds of people stood for hours gazing uv 
at tne building waiting to give hima hearty 
ovation in the way of German cheers the 
moment be made his appearance. But he 
failed to show himself. The disappointment 
was keenly felt and there was much grumb- 
ling and ill-feeling expressed on all 
sides, at what was considered a lack of cour- 
tesy and appreciation of the good-will and 
kind feelings which prompted his subjects to 
make such an elaborate and costly demon- 
stration in honor of the Empress. It was said 
that his physician would not allow him to be 
exposed to the night air, but he might have 
appeared at one of the windows without run- 
ning any atmospheric risk. It was well un- 
derstood, however, by many that he would 
not show bimself in the night, fearing that 
the bullet fired by some secret assassin would 
at Jast do its deadly work. 

The Emperor is in his eighty-fourth year, 
and is remarkably well preserved for an octo- 
genarian, and for one who has lived through 
the wear and tear of nearly fiftv years of 


court life, in addition to the rough-and-tum- 


ble of a long military career. He looks, 
though, at present, twenty years older than 
when | saw bim at Homburg-les-bains, eight 
vearsago. His height is six feet six, or it 
was then: he had a fine military figure, ant 
did not appear to be over sixty or sixty-five; 
but now be has grown heavier and stouter; 
his face is full of wrinkles, and old age is fast 
settling down upon him. Old age is also 
crushing him downin stature, for he does 
not look as tall by several inches as when I 
saw him taking his daily promenade at Hom- 
burg. Ihear it told that when he reached 
his seventieth birthday he promised his 
faithful physician who had attended him for 
many years, that if he would carry him 
through to eighty he would make him a 
count o baron—I forget which. Reaching 
eighty, hale and hearty, he again promised 
the faithful disciple of Esculapius that if he 
would extend his life ten years more he 
would make him a prince. Appearances in- 
dicate that the physician will receive the 
promised title. How high he will rise in the 
scale of nobility by his powers of extending 
life, and to What great age the Emperor will 
attain, remains to be seen.

The Cambridge Examination.

Nearly 7,000 young people of both sexes 
offer themselves this month forthe Cambridge 
University local examinations, which will re- 
sult in giving the successful candidates a sort 
of recognized status in the world of learning 
and science which they could not otherwise 
obtain. The diploma of the examiners is a 
kind of passport to various good edueational 
posts, though in most instances it probably is 
only the prelude to other and advanced 
studies atthe universities themselves or else- 
where. But, besides the actual tangible re- 
sult so obtained, the mental training involved, 
the self-discipline, the mastery of facts, the 
spirit of healthy emulation evoked, are all 
so much gain to be put to the credit of these 
most excellent intellectual ordeals for youth. 
The examination is one which is not of so ex- 
haustive and encyclopedic a character as to 
overtax the brains of the young competitors, 
which would be from a medical point of view 
to be severely deprecated; but it ts a test ex- 
amination in the ordinary subjects which 
any fairly intelligent and diligent youth could 
master without difficulty. Among the candi- 
dates figure a goodly proportion of girls, 
forming,indeed, more than athirdin num- 
ber of the total list of entries; and this fact 
alone goes to show how deeply the need of 
education is felt in these days, and how ready 
people are to recognize and seize upon the 
advantages which the ancient seats of learn- 
ing have placed within the reach of both 
sexes.

THE CZAR’s CAPITAL. 


A City of Spies and !Conspirators—Lite 
Under Difficulties. 
St. Petersburg Cor. New York Sun. 


To-day itis sunny, cold weather, and un- 
der one’s feet is heard that sharp, crunching 
sound of snowthat gladdens the Russian 
heart. There is an opportunity to see once 
more the best society of the Czar’s capital 
enjoying thesleighing. , 

1 put on my fur, and next moment am on 
the charming Nevsky Prospect. The view is 
The crowds are slowly moving 
up and duwn the wide sidewalks. A hun- 
dred different military uniforms glitter in 


the sunshine. The costumes of 
the civilians are not less pictur- 
esque. The ladies display all the 


precious furs of Siberia, the velvets and silks 
of Lyons, the laces of Brussels. But the 
sleighing! What a fascinating, mad, bril- 
liant whirlwind it is! Thousand of swift 
horses, of elegant sleighs, of beautiful wo- 
men, of rich und powerful men, and of stout 
drivers with four-cornered caps whirl by be- 
fore my eyes. The picture is ever displaying 
new and charming effects like a kaleidoscope. 
l can not turn my eyes away from this 
unique and entrancing spectacle—a spectacle 
to be seen nowhere on earth save in St. Pe- 
tersbure. 

**Shapki doloy!’’ suddenly thunders in my 
ear. I turninvoluntarily and see before me 
a big-bodied gendarme. He contiuues to 
shout: Huete ab!“ ‘**Otez vos chapeaux!“ 
„Ilats off!’’? Ves, in four different languages 
he repeats the same order right and left. And 
I see that suddenly allthe sleighs formtwo 
close rows, the heated horses,. under the 
skillful management ofthe drivers, slowly 
moving up and down the street. At the very 
middle of the Nevsky approaches rapidly a 
single sleigh drawn by a white Arabian horse 
of pure blood. la that single sleigh sits the 
autocrat of all the Russias. He is silently 


greeted by his subjects and by the foreign , 


residents of his capital. The officers salute, 
the civilians take offtheir hats, the ladies 
respectfully bow, as the Czar passes rapidly 
by. I have seen enough of the Nevsky Pros- 
pect. 

In the evening three of my friends ‘call on 
me, all foreigners. We all talk of our expe- 
rience on the Nevsky perhaps for a quarter of 
an bour. Suddenly a knock comes at the 
door. I say ‘*Comein.’’ The door opens 
and I recognize my landlord. But instead 
of coming in he beckons me out of the room. 
Offering a thousand apologies in the most 
bumble and abject way,the Herr Hofsrath 
(my landlord is of German descent) informs 
me that itis his duty to prevent any“ meet - 
ings” in his house. He knows me and my 
friends as being respectable foreigners, still 
he cannot make any exception in our behalf 
forfear of being reported to the police by 
one of his dvorniki, whom he believes to be 
+ pies. 

Am I to understand, sir, that I cannot re- 
ceive my friends in my own rooms?’? I asked. 

‘*Certainly you can, certainly,“ he answer- 
ed: only you must receive one atatime. It 
ycu Want to see two or more at a time, why, 
you may take them to a hotel where you may 
be sure of 1 

0 f being supervised and watched by the 
spies?’ 

oo mature consideration I see that I cannot 
hip myself. 
Russian friends, who readily joins us. We 
drink tea and look forthe spies. We make 
our Russia friend an umpire, and we make 
bets as to whether this or that person passing 
us or sitting pear us is a spy. Ifthe experi- 
erce of our Russian friend can be relied 
upon, we discover lots of them. 

How could it be otherwise inthe ‘‘city of 
spies and conspirators, ’’ as St. Petersburg is 
called by the liberal Russians? I have gradu- 
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‘ible to the remonstrances of his subjects ang 
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At the hotel I meet one of my 
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ally learned some of the tricks and manners | 
of the dark emissaries, and have taken pains | 


to study them. 
in the parks and libraries, in the private 
houses and the places of public resort—every- 
where 1 have met these quiet, shadow-like 
persons, who have sold their ears and eyes, 
and their souls, too. I believe. It seems to 
me that every body here lives constantly on 
the look-out. To be too cautious and to keep 
silence is suspicious, and, on the other hand, 
to be off-hand, careless and jovial,is equally 
dangerous. And nobody seems to know the 
limits of prudent and safe living. Indeed, 
w bat a social chaos is this city of the Czar? J 
hear that the whole body of the police is hon- 
eycombed with conspiracy, that the ranks of 
the Nibilists are full of spies, and that every 
resident of the capital regards bimseif as lia- 
ble to start any day for “the places not so dis- 
tant,“ or“ the most distant places,“ as in the 
oflicral language are called the western and 
eastern provinces of Siberia. 

It seems there'is no end of work for the 
spies. Justas one trial of revolutionists is 
ended we hear of another trial soon to begin. 
The Zemliae Volia (Land and aLiberty) 
newspaper is yet to be captured, and a new 
revolutionary journal has appeared. No- 
body knows how long this game of hide and 
seek may last. 

Yet some Russians begin to talk, in earn- 
est, too, of enjoying some freedom. Yes, 
they now talk and write here about the 
freedom ofthe press! Lately a committee 
was appointed to look over the press laws and 
regulations. According tothe civilized prac- 
tice, this committee has invited the editors of 
the leading St. Petersburg journals and mag- 


azinesto appear and express their views. | 


Several journals are very sanguine. But the 
more experienced writers look on the affair 
more dubiously. The Golos says: »The 
committee would perform a great 
thing if itcould do away with the Censure 
for the provincial press. Asto the press of 
the capitals, we don’task anything beyond 
some definite rules for imposing tines and 
other punisbment for press offenses. Just 
now, for instance, we feel under the neces- 
sity of raising the question of the situation 
of the political exiles who have been par- 
doned and permitted to continue their stud- 
ies in the universities. We are told that 
those exiles have no clothes and no means to 
reach any oneof the university cities. Now, 
we say, we would like toraise the question, 
How can these exiles avail themselves of the 
pardon’ But when wethink over the official 
warnings and other repressive measures 
that we may involuntarily set in motion we 
decide perhaps it may be cheaper for us to 
clothe all these exiles and furnish them with 
tickets at Our on cost than to raise any ques- 
tion about them.“

SEARCH FOR A FATHER. 


The Romantic Experience of a Young 
Pennsylvania Farmer.

The second act of a drama in which a voune 
Pennsylvania farmer is the principal ticurs 
was revealed to-day at Police headquarters. 
On the Sth of last September a tall country. 
man, some 30 years old, applied to Superin. 
tendent Walling for help in conducting » 
search for his father, from whom he had 
reason to belieye he had been stolen in in- 
fancy. 
Cogan, and that he was a farmer at Great 
Bend, Pa. He had been brought up onthe 
farm of Michael Cleary, and as a lad had al- 
ways been made to believe that he was the 
latter’sson. Ina quarrel last summer Cleary 
disclosed the fact that the young man 
when a child had been placed in his care 
by a neighbor in this city. He said that 
Cogan’s motber had died and his father had 
Lone away, and that he (Cleary) had then 
moved out into Pennsylvania, keeping his own: 
counsel and giving his name tothe boy. The 
young farmer immediately came to this city 
in search of his father, and Superintendent 
Walling referred him to the authorities in the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, besides§ giving 
him the assistance of the Police Department, 
In due time confirmation was obtained of a 
part of the story told by Cleary, but strong 
suspicion was aroused that instead of having 
been legitimately adopted the child had been 
abducted, as a result of the conspiracy torob 
him of property left bim by his mother. The 
record of Mrs. Cogan’s death in June, 
was found. At that time her husband kept a 
liquor store at No. 80 Murray street, but on 
the outbreak of the Mexican war 
he joined the army of volunteers, 
leaving the childin the care of his friend, 
Michael Cleary, then living in Twenty-sec- 
ond street. He did not return til! years af- 
ter, and then the Clearys had disappeared 
with the child. He searched for them in 
vain, and then, iu turn, became lost to his 
friends. For two months young Cogan pa- 
tiently followed these clews, aided by the po- 
lice in every city which he visited, and afew 
days ago his efforts were crowned with suc- 
cess. He found his father a prosperous tea 
merchant in Vhiladelphia, and convince 
bim of his identity. Their mutual joy was 
great, and it was almost with tears that the 
young man related his good fortune to-day. 
to friends he had found at the police heaid- 
quarters and the Bureau of Vital Statistics. 
Directed by his father, he had found an un- 


cle, his mother’s brother, in this city. 
The latter’s name is Jharles 
Gallagber, and he keeps an oyster 


saloon in Greenwich street. He refused to 
be convinced that Frank Cogan is his nephew, 
whom he believes to be dead. A new searcn 
was instituted to-day attbe Bureauof Vital 
Statistics to disprove this uncle’s conviction. 
Another uncle, Edward Gallagher, upon 
whose help Cogan depended to trace and re- 
cover his inheritance from his mother, has 
gone West, and lives now in Rara, Call- 
fornia. He has been commumicated witb. 
Charles Gallagher says that even if Cogan is 
proved to be bis nephew, the latter will be 
disappointed in his expectation of inherit- 
ance. Mrs. Cogan died poor, and her moth- 
er, Claimant’s reputed grandmother, left no 
property, as he supposes. His notions of 
abduction fortbe sake of robbery are, Mr. 
Gallagher says, unfounded.

The next time I saw George Eliot was in 
ber own house, the Priory, 21 North Bank, 
Much as I wanted to renew 
the acquaintance, I stayed away from the 
Priory until mvited, as I knew George Eliot 
shrank from strangers, and had no reason 
to suppose that she would remember an Am- 
erican girlin Florence. Fortunately for me 
I was not forgotten, and when one foggy Sun- 
day I entered her pleasant London drawing- 
room, both she and Mr. Lewes warmly wel- 
comed me. 

Sunday was their reception day. From 
to 7 the cleverest men and women in Lon- 
don felt honored in being received by the 
quiet woman who sat by the hre with her 
back to the window, and talked earnestly iv 
almost a whisper, while Lewes pervaded the 
atmosphere, speaking first with one and then 
with another, always interesting and fre- 
quently brilliant, the ugliest of men, who 
made you forget his pocked face and shagzy 
red air in about fifteen minutes. 
Often he came to my rooms and 
delighted me with his conversation and ad- 
vice, but she never came. She visited no one; 
all visited ber—allsave music and art. At 
every“ private view,“ at every fine classic 
concert George Eliot was sure to present, 
dressed unobtrusively, and seeminzly obliv- 
ious of every one about her. She loved music 
ardently, and was herself a pianist of no mean 
order. Only once did I succeed in luring ber 
awav from Tbe P'riory, and that was to see 
the telephone, about Which she. was very 
curious. Yes, sbe would come with Mr. 
Lewes, provided no one else was present. 50 
one afternoor George Eliot visited the oflice 
of Beli’s Telephone in the city and foran hour 
tested its capacity. It is very wonderful, 
very useful,“ she said. What marvelous 
inventions you Americans have!“ It was 
the last time I ever saw ber or him. Lewes 
died suddenly, not long after, and now sie 
bas passed away. toosoon for her friends, 
but not too soon for her fame. 


The Plans of Greece. 
From the I'all Mall Gasette. 


The policy which has been adopted by the 
Greek Government may be summed up in 
three words—war in spring. If before the 
snow melts next year Europe fails to secure 
to the Hellenes the peaceable occupation of 
the territory marked off forthem at Berlin, 
they will make the attempt to secure ft them: 
selves by force of arms. Greece,“ M. (u- 
moundouros is reported to have said, “has 
but onecourse to pursue.’ She bas now 
50,000 soldiers. Sixty thousand are to be kept 
under arms during winter, and the remaining 
40,000 of the reserves summoned for drill. M. 
Coumoundouros calculates that he will ve 
able to put 80,000 men in the field early iu 
spring, and to maintain so large a force he 
proposes to raise a loan of 150,000,000 drach- 
ma, by mortgaging all the resources of the 
country, including the funds of the richer 
convents. The Greeks are under no iu: 
sions as to the prospects ofthe war for whicd 
they are preparing; but M. Coumoundoures 
will probably be supported by the Chamber 
in deciaring that even defeats in the field are 
preferable to the prolongation of the present 
suspense.

One druggist states 
that where twenty-five years ago he made it 
by the gallon, he now prepares it by the bar- 
rel. A quarter of a century ago an opium- 
eater was a rarity; to-day the number is 
large and on the increase. Fully four-fifths 
of the opium-eaters are women. These eat- 
ers eventually exbibit nervousness. The skin 
becomes shriveled and the complexion as- 
sumes a saffron hue. At times the eater has 
cold sweats and nausea, besides numerous 
other kindred ills. 


Judaizing the Germaa Stage. 
From the New York Herald. 


A curious side eday in the anti-Jewish 
agitation in Germany isthe denunciation of 
what the Leipsic Grenzbote calls tee Ju- 
daizing of the German stage.“ In two arti- 
cles consecre'éd to this subject the Grenz bo- 
te recently informed its readers that in the 
last balf century thestage in Germany has 
ceased to be a German and has become a 
Jewieh institution. Lessing was mistaken 
when he wrote in his Hamburgische Drama- 
turgie’’ thata Jew would never think of ven- 
turing upon the German stage. The theater 
bas become a business like otber businesses, 
and it has got into the hands of the best busi- 
nessmen. Such weil-known actors and 
actresses as Possart, Barnay, Friedman, 
Lewinsky. Robert, Sonnenthal and Wolter 
are all Jews. In the recent great series of 
performances at Munich ‘‘ Wallenstein’? was 
played with Barpay in the principal part; 
’ ‘Macbetb?” with Barnay againand Wolter as 
Lady Machetb; Hamlet“ with Sonnenthal 
in the most diffleuit ot parts, and so on. The 
broad tongue and lisping utterance of the Jew 
may make his pronunciation always distin- 
guisbable and to a patriotic Ger- 
man ear intensely obnoxious; but, neverthe- 
less, be bas ousted the true-born German 
from the front rank of the actor’s profession. 
W bat is worse, almost all the directors are 
Jews. The principal theaters in Vienna, 
Frankfort. Hamburg and Cologne, not to 
mention hundreds of minor places, are all 
under Jewish management. These Jewish 
managers will encourage nove but Jewish 
dramatists—a fact which seems to be special- 
ly galling to the writer, and probably poiats 
to a per-omsl grievance as the source of his 
iil-bumor on the subject. To the objection 
that, it German actors and managers are oust- 
ed by the Jews, this must mean that the Jews 
are better qualified and more popular, aud 
that there is nothing to complain of in the 
survival of the fittest, the writer roundly an- 
swers by accusing the Jews of demoralizing 
their aucierces. They have suceeeded, not by 
better art, but by the iatroduetion of the can- 
can and al! the “*tinget-tangel’’ of the worst 
Parisian theaters. They nave ‘*prostiluted” 
the stage and debauched the naturally pure 
taste of the virtuous German.

The enterprise of the Post-DIsratTcu on 
Christmas day in printing an article show- 
ing the importance of St. Louis as a rail- 
way and graincenter will prove highly 
valuable to the city. The Associated 
Press sent out on Saturday the following 
dispatch from here, which was published 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land: . 

The PosT-DISrATCH published an elaborate 
article regarding the operations of Jay Gould 
and his associatesin the West and Sou west; 
the railroads they have acquired, the extent 
ot the various combinations, the aggregate of 
them, and the present and future effect of 
these operations uponthe growth and com- 


merce of St. Louis. The miles embraced in 
-what is called Gould’s consolidations are as

In addition to this there are 385 miles of road 
in course of construction in Indiana, Illinois, 
and lowa, which will enter into the Wabash 
system Men completed, and néarly, if not 
quite, 2,000 miles are under contract or pro- 
jected in Texas and Mexico. Much speculation 
was indulged in a year ago as to what eftect 
these consolidations would have upon St. 
Louis, many business men fearing they would 
injure rather than benefit the city. To show 


the effect on the grain trade of the city, it is 


stated that last yearthere was received here 
of wheat 15,915,000 bushels; corn, 12,721,- 
000, and oats, 4,777,000 bushels, while this 
year the receipts have been: wheat,18,580,000; 
corn, 21,575,000 bushels; oats 5,150,000 
bushels, an increase of 2,665,000 bushels olf 
wheat, 7,854,000 bushels of corn and 373, 
000 bushels of oats. Mr. Gould’s idea, that 
the Mississippi River from here to New Orieans 
should be used as an additional outlet for 
the grainoftne West and the Northwest, is 
shown by the statement that the Missouri 
Pacific, the Wabash and the Iron 
Mountain railroads have nearly $59v0,CC0 of 
stock in a barge lin e on the Lower Mississippt 
liver, and that every ettortis being made to 
make the river a safe means of exportation of 
grain tothe seaboard and to Europe, during 
all seasons of the year. To insure the latter 
result a large elevator is being constructed on 
the river bank at Belmont, the southern term 
inus of abranch of the Iron Mountain Road, 
below which there is rarely any obstruction 
from ice. During the past two weeks 1,500,000 
bushels of corn have been sent via the Iron 
Mountain Koad to Belmont, and put on barges 
there for New Orleans. The barge line reterred 
to will, before resumption of navigation in the 
spring, have transporting facilities of two 
million bushels bulk-grain per mosth: and 
this is only one of several barge lines in oper- 
ation onthe Lower Mississippi River. The 
article also states that the elevator capacity of 
St. Louis will be nearly if not quite doubled 
within ayear, and thatit will be kept tully 
abreast of the growing grain trade of fthe 
city.

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Punishment for Mean Husbands. 
Sr. LOvIS, December 27, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

For the information of A Mether, whose 
inquiry was published in your issue ot tha 
24th instant, please insert the following of the 
levised Statutes of the State of Missouri: 

SECTION 1273. Abandonment of wife or 
child.—If any man shall, without good cause, 
abandon or desert his wife, or abandon his 
child or children under the age ot twelve years 
born in lawful wedlock, or shall fail, neglect 
or refuse to maintain and provide for suck 
wife, child or children, he shall upon convic- 
tion be 2 dy imprisonment in the 
county jail not more than one year, or by a 
fine of not less than fifty nor more than one 
thousand dollars, or by both such fine and im- 
piisonment. No other evidence shall be re- 
quired to prove that such husband was mar- 
ried to such wife, or is the father of such child 
or chiidren, than would be necessary to prove 
such fact or tacts in a civil action. 

It Las become s0 common an occur- 
rence in this large and growing city 
for able-bodied, lazy husbands to vegiect or 
even try to support their families, and¢he taw 
bearing On such cases is so little understood, 
that you will subserve the cause of humanity 
and aid many an honest and deserving woman 
in ridding herself of a loathsome, drunken in- 
cubus by publishing the foregoing. 

Our courts never fail to give such carrion the 
butt end of the law. and applications to the Ag.

HABEAS CORPUS. 


Judge Laughlin and Judge Lindley 
Differ on the Question. 

Judge Laugbiin to-day rendered a decision 
in the habeas corpus case of W. T. Day, 
brought up by Counsellor William Bush. 
Dav was sentenced from the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction on a plea of guilty to nine 
months in the Work-house last October. 


Counselior Bush filed a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus on the {Sth inst., and te-day 
Judge Laughlin rendered a decision discharg- 
ing the prisoner. In his decision he says 
that the law which weat into effect November 
1, 1879, authorized only a commit- 
ment to the Work-bouse by 
the Court of Criminal 
for tne non-payment of fine aad costs, 
and that an aflidavit by atbird party was not 
suflicient,that the information must be filed 
and signed bythe Prosecuting Attorney. The 
reasons are the same as those given by Coun- 
selor Bush in the Blythe case, viz.: mali- 
cicusness. Concerning Judge Lindley’s de- 
cisionin the Thomas habeas corpus case, 
Judge Laughlin says that their court has on- 
lv persuasive supervisory control over the 
Criminal Court, and that in case there was a 
doubt about a question of law he would 
submit to the decision of the Circuit 
Court. But in tbis case there was 
not a shadow ofa doubt as to the correctness 
of his former decisions. He gives various 
authorities as 
ceunsel, and Bush is happy and ready 
for the New Year.

Afugatoby Warren was nicely sung, 
the children keeping most perfect time. 

“Christmas Bells,“ by Fannie Isabelle 
sherrick, was joined to a fine theme 


by Mr. E. A. Engler, of Washington Uni- 
versity. The chorus ‘* Rejoice and Sing,’’ by 
Hunt, was especially fine. The scriptural les- 
sons were read by Father Betts, followed by 
achorus by Mrs. Annie Robertson Noxon. 
Rev. Geo. C. Betts, D. D., of Trinity Egisco- 
yal Church, deliveredthe sermon, dwelling 
argely upon the boyhood of Jesus, often

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Electricity and Salted Herrings.

ALFONSO’S FANOY. 


The Spanish King an Ardent Admirepr 
of Horse Racing. 
Madrid Oor. New York Herald. 


With the annual close of the bull ring co- 
incides every autumn the second race meet- 
ing of the year in Madrid. Just as the bull 
fight is the popular amusement, par excel- 
lence, where the people revelin all the fierce 
excitement, the good humored jollity, the 
pleasant equality that makes the young 
grandee sit close to the common muleteer or 
workman,the horse races are a pastime 
where the upper classes fancy they are 
amusing themselves because it is fashionable, 
and the muititude stares ix undisguised 
astonishment at the rows of handsome car- 
risges and drags filled with ladies and gentle- 
men who are betting and making books durmg 
several hours. The multitude only evinces 
some interest when the race actuaily takes 
place, and the jockeys in their blue, yellow or 
black and white jaekets incite more curiosity 
than the horses. Your Spaniard can not ad- 
mire the fine, active, slim, thoroughbred 
horse, as his ideal ofa steed isan Andalusian 
crossed with Arab, prancing, curvetting, 
stepping siowly to display its showy tail, 
rounded form and heavy curved neck. What 
Castilians do begin to like in the races is that 
it affords a double opportunity for sight- 


seeing and for gambling. The agencies 
for pools are besieged with na- 
tives shouting and asking tick- 


ets with the name of the favorites, and the 
most forward in the new sport bet and make 
bets with a zest and fury worthy of Long- 
champsin Paris or of Epsom Downs on a 
Derby day. The Madrid racecourse is beauti- 
fully situated at the extremity ofthe Reco- 
letos and Castellana drives in a sort of a hol- 
low plain surrounded by rising ground and 
hillecks that. afford for the masses a natural 
amphitheater on which they stand by thou- 
sands on foot and in every imaginable 
vehicle. Down below, rear the course, are 
four bandsome stone and wooden stands sup- 
ported by light iron columns and with iron- 
railed terraces right and left of the royal 
pavilion that is the center of the paddock. 
The stands are crowded with bourgeoise 
and young men eageri’ surround 
the „ poule“ agency, but the 
center of the attraction is the paddock and 
creat tribune near the royal pavilion. There 
muster in force the belles of Madrid society 
in elegant toilets, vieing with the ladies of 
the diplomatic corps; minister-, judzes, gen- 
erals, deputies, bankers. grandees, young 
aristocrats, and busy plutocrats have all come 
there to bet and lunch merrily, and there is 
as much flirting going onthere as in every 
gathering of Madrid high life. King Alfonso 
himself leaves the young queen and the prin- 
cess in the pavilion and mingles with the dis- 
tinguished crowd, now discussing horse- flesh 
with Duke Fernan Nunez, Marquis V. Hame- 
joror Mr. Davies, the owners of the best 
studs, or exchanging amiable remarks 
with his lovely subjects, who are ever anxious 
forasmile of their gailant young Monarch. 
In fact, in the paddock you meet every one 
thatis known inthe world of fashion, poli- 
tics, or finance, unless, indeed, some have 
remained to brave the keen }|lasts from yon 
blue mountains and snow-capped peaks from 
the tops of mail coaches and Daumonts, 
magniticently got up, with their liveried ser- 
vants and fours-in-hand. Between the third 
and fourth race thereis along pause for 
lunch, and then I went from the paddock toa 
hospitable coach, where, as in all, putes de 
foie gras, pasties of venison and boar 
sandwiches were duly honored by the strong 
sex. Beautiful eyes, under quaint, poky hats 
and mousquetaire *‘toques,’’ flashed merry 
giances after sparkling champagne and hock 
had been handed round profusely. The bell 
rang but too soon, and back to the paddock we 
strode for the last event. The shades of even- 
ing were over the Castellana, crowded by 
thousands of persons who wished to see the 
return, when we drove back to Madrid amid 
a scene of animation in streets and promen- 
ades only surpassed, perhaps, by the roadto 
the bull-ring on Sundays. 


French Spirit in Strasburg. 
Frem the Pall Mall Gazette. 


The effect of the conciliatory speeches of 
Marshal Manteuffel to the inhabitants of Al- 
sace and Lorraine has been to a considerable 
extent nullified by one of those unforseen ia- 
cidents which have so often in history been 
the beginning ofserious changes. The corps 
of sapeurs-pompiers of Strasburg enjoysa 
popularity which, when the transfer of terri- 
tory took place, the German authorities did 
not think fit to meddle with. The force, 
which had 5men killed and 57 wounded out 
of atotalof 250 during the seige, was alliqwed 
toremain in full possessionof all its rights 
and privileges, ineluding tbat of marching 
through the streets with a band at its head. 
A week or two ago the force was marching 
out to exercise, when ina narrow passage 
through a part of the fortifications they met a 
detachment of a Prussian regiment coming 
from church. The fire-engines blocked the 
wav, and the Prussian soldiers had to file by 
as best they could on each side. The oflicers 
regarded this as a wound inflicted on their 
military honor, and the Governor, at their in- 
stance, prohibited the pgompiers from march- 
ing through the streets in future. All of the 
ofticers of the corps of pompiers bave, in con- 
sequence, resigned, and the force will in all 
probability be disbanded. The irritation 
caused is ail the greater by reason ofthe fict 
thatthe pompiers madea point of preserving 
the French uniform and language.

The sentence 
was then pronounced as follows: The sen- 
tence of the law now pronounced upon vou 
by the Court is that you be taken from here 
to the place whence you came and there be 
safely kept until the lith day of 
February, ssl, and on that day 


be taken tbence to the usual place of 
execution in this cityand there be hung 
by the neck until you are dead.“ Banks 
nelvously turned his hatin his hand and at 
the conciusion of the sentence he bowed to 
the Court and walked backtothe dock. The 
crime for which Banks was to-day senteneed 
to bang was committed on March 28, 1880.
